A thn'-l ar Adventure,

The Muskogan, Mich., Enterprise relatos
the following singdlar adventare;

When we were publishing n paper in Lewis.
burg, West Virginia, several years ago, »
very singular accident befel a young mnan
there, which we narrated briefly at the time.
A few dnys ago we chancod to meot him here
in Muskegan, and he narrated his adventura
at our request.
